The information had been 
gathered by government employes, compiled in government bureaus, and was 
paid for by the citizens of the United States. The preliminary compilation of 
this information, which was presented at the meeting of the American Chemical 
Society in New York city, and a few of which were distributed, 
hailed with enthusiasm by dye manufacturers and dye users in this country as 
absolutely essential to the development of an American aniline color industry. 
The chemists of the nation, members of the American Chemical Society and 
the American Society, the organizations of textile 
leather manufacturers, the associated bodies of business men interested in dye-

Yet what was the result? Despite the attitude of the organizations cited, 
and over their protests at any emasculation of these important detailed statistics, 
the Secretary of Commerce at the behest of a few foreign-controlled importing 
houses recalled the dye census and ordered eliminated from its pages the totals, 
insofar as they applied to individual colors. leaving only the total amounts by 
groups. Advices just received from Washington are to the effect that this 
publication in amended form, with the vital data as to amounts, values and 
sources of supply eliminated, is to be sold at 30 cents a copy. There is a 
peculiar fitness in such a sales price. 

The action of the Treasury Department in regard to the first cargo of 
the “Deutschland,” and, it is to be feared from present indications, in regard 
to the second cargo as well, is apparently governed by a desire to meet the 
sentiments of the same little group of foreign importers and agents. They 
received the dyestuffs from the first cargo, they protested individually and by 
coursel the publication of the dyestuffs census figures, they are to receive 
the second cargo of the undersea merchantman. 

Are the legitimate demands of the American manufacturers, chemists and 
consumers of so little weight? Are they not entitled to the protection afforded 
by knowing the kind and the quantity of dyes of foreign manufacture brought 
into this country, not alone by the “Deutschland,” but by any and all carriers? 
Should they not be protected from unwarranted speculation, fictitious offers, 
and sales of stocks, which never entered the holds of the submersible and have 
been held in storage for months, at exorbitant prices? 

We respectfully suggest for the consideration of the Secretaries of Com- 
merce and of the Treasury that to gain the respect and the co-operation of the 
American business man these government departments must themselves indi- 
cate a willingness to co-operate with the army of American consumers and 
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not with a “forlorn hope industrial squad” of foreign-controlled selling agents,

REFLECTIONS OF EXPERT 
CAREFULLY ELIMINATED 


Washington, Nov. 4, 1916. 
Sovn after the meeting of Congress the 
Federal Trade Commission probably will 
send to Congress its report on gasoline, 
Which is now practically in completed 
form. After much revision the report 
today stands as a statement of facts of 
conditions in the territories served by 


the indiana and Ohio Standard Oil Com- 
panies, both in respect to the operations 
of those companies and their relation to 


the jobbers. The numerous inferences 
that were drawn from these conditions 
have been eliminated as the attempt of 
the so-called expert, who made the first 
draft of the report to draw conclusions 
from the testimony provoked a_ vast 
amount of criticism from the commis- 
sioners and others among the numerous 


experts in the employ of the commission. 
When the conclusions and inferences 
were carefully examined it was not pos- 
sible to discover testimony that would 
substantiate them, so that in desperation 
they were eliminated as untrustworthy 
Phe report was then pared down sco that 
it ts of the same general nature as the 
commission's report on pipe lines which 
has been highly commended as a valu- 
able record of conditions in the pipe line 
industry. 
‘The Federal Trade Commission is de- 
Ssirous of establishing a- reputation for 
Saneness of judgment and does not pro- 
pose to go into the dubious field of specu- 
lation upon facts that can be judged by 
one person as well as another. 
Following closely upon its gasoline 
vestigation the commission has taken up 
actively the work of investigating the 
entire oil industry of the country, inciud- 
ing production, refining and competitive 
conditions. This is the real work directed 
by the Owen and Gore Senate resolutions 
It now has agents in the field gathering 
information for this report, which will 
be one of the most comprehensive inves- 
tigations the commission has undertaken. 
Tne active work of gathering informa- 
tion for this report probably will require 
six months or longer and the reperi prob- 
ably will not be given to the public be- 
fore the meeting of the next Congress

The bureau has found in a number of in- 
stances that erroneous methods have been 
used in the testing of measuring pumps, 
largely due to the inspector's lack of 
time or opportunity to familiarize him- 
self with the technical details which arise 
in connection with this type of apparatus. 
It is, therefore, thought probable that 
you might be glad to use from time 
to time such information of specific na- 
ture as we can put in your hands, re- 
sulting from our extended experience in 
this line. 

The following material applies particu- 
larly to gasoline measuring pumps, 
which are commonly equipped with u 


hose for convenience in delivering the 
liquid to the customer's car:— 
1. When a can-filling outlet (that is. 


a cock without a hose connection) is pro- 
vided on a measuring pump, the tests 
should be performed by pumping through 
this outlet rather than through the hose. 
Oftentimes both a hose connection and 
a can-filling outlet are provided, in which 
case the pump is so arranged that the 
hose outlet can be shut off by closing a 
valve which leads imto the pipe tcon- 
necting with the hose. In order to per- 
form the test, this cut-off valve should 
be tightly closed so that no gasoline may 
leak into the hose outlet, and the test 
deliveries taken into a standard measure 
in the marner fully described below. 


How to Test Deliveries. 


Determine first the accuracy of the initial 
delivery of the pump as found, beginning 
with the handle in the starting position. 
The error will be determined in this man- 
ner:—Have ready a standard measure of 
capacity equal to the nominal discharge 
of the pump for each full stroke, if this 
size measure is available, and start pump- 
ing into the measure at about the normal 
speed of operation of the pump, intercepting, 


however, during the process, a portion of 
the discharge into a _ straight cylindrica! 
graduate of about 35 cubic inches capacity. 


When the discharge of the pump is com- 
pleted, and the operating handle returned to 
its starting position, see that the standard 
measure is accurately level, and pour from 
the graduate into the measure until the lat- 
ter is exactly full, or until no more liquid 
remains in the graduate. If the pump is 
delivering in excess, a portion of its dis- 
charge will remain in the graduate after 
the standard measure is exactly filled, and 
this quantity may be read off as the error 
of the pump in excess.

quantity of liquid in the graduate. This 
value subtracted from the reading of the 
graduate just taken will be the error of the 
pump in deficiency. 


The set of readings taken as above will 
determine the error of the pump as found, 
Now, readings may be taken to determiné 
the action of the pump when operating un- 
der the conditions of service. Proceed in 
the manner above described, operating the 
pump at a slow speed for the determination 
and at high speed for the next determina- 
tion, noting the error in each case. If 
either of the determinations just described 
is in error in excess of the tolerance al- 
lowable, the pump should be recommended 
for repair or adjustment. The two speeds 
used for the tests just outlined should be 
considerably different, one faster than nor- 
mal operation and one slower than normal 


operation. Neither speed, however, should 
be greatly outside the range which may 
be expected to occur in actual use of the 


pump. 

Slicker plates may or may not be used in 
the work with the test measure, according 
to the precision desired. The use of slicker 
plates will undoubtedly give better results, 
and will serve to impress observers with 
the need for care and accuracy in this work. 

2. If but one outlet is provided, and that 
through the hose, the hose coupling should 
be unscrewed from the pipe or faucet con- 
nection and the test deliveries taken directly 
through the threaded part from which the 
hose was removed. This method will apply 
to practically all portable tanks and to man 
Stationary outfits which are not equippe 
with a standpipe. If for any reason this 
method is inapplicable follow No, 2A below. 

2A. In case a measuring pump is equipped 
with a standpipe and filling hose, or filling, 
hose without a standpipe, but impracticable

sary in order that the amount of gasoline 
retained in the hose shall be as nearly as 
possible constant, throughout the test, so 
that no errors will be introduced due to 
irregular drainage to varying levels. 

(b.) A quantity ‘of gasoline should be 
pumped through the hose prior to the be- 
ginning of the test, sufficient to insure that 
the hose is filled with a definite and con- 
stant amount of liquid, which will remain 
in the hose during the progress of test Twe 


or three gallons pumped through before be- 


ginning the test should fulfill this require- 
ment 

Condition (a) can be fulfilled by clamp- 
ing the hose nozzle to a firm support or by 
passing it through a portion of the pump 
structure in such a way that it will be 
rigidly held in position during the test. 
The inclosed blueprint (Figure 1) illus- 


trates the cause of the error which will 
be imtroduced in the test of a measuring 
pump if no care is taken to maintain the 
hose in a definite configuration through- 
out the test. It will be seen by refer- 
ence to the figure that the hose as shown 
in solid iines contains more gasoline than 
as shown in the dotted lines, this being 
due principally to the difference in level 
of the outlet. In case one test is made 
with the hose in position (a) and a sec- 
ond in position (b), the second test will 
show an apparent increase of liquid de- 
livered over the first, since a portion of 
the gasoline which stood in the hose at 
the completion of the first test has at 
the end of the second been drained into 
the measure. It is obvious that there is 
mo errcr introduced in having a portion 
of the gasoline retained in the hose, pro- 
vided only that this quantity is constant 
throughout the progress of test, and the 
clamping of the outlet at a_ definite 
height will in nearly all cases suffice to 
produce this constancy of hose content. 
For the sake of completeness, the draw- 
ing also shows in dotted lines at (c) the 
usual cam-filling outlet, which is often 
attached near the connection at the 1n- 
ner end of the hose: of course, if this 
can-filling outlet is provided, the test 
will not be made through the hose. 

The inclosed photo (Figure 2) shows 
how in some makes of measuring pumps 
the hose can be fastened with satisfac- 
tory security by passing it through a 
portion of the superstructure of the 
pump. If suth provision be made to in- 
sure a constant and definite position of 
the outlet of the hose, test deliveries 


made through it can be expected to 
check almost as accurately as those made 
through the can-filling outlet. 


II 


1. Avoid the testing of gasoline pumps 
in larger units of delivery than that 
corresponding to the discharge capacity 
of the pump per cycle, a cycle being 
considered as the performance of one full 
operation of the pump, including, in the 
case of the defined stroke piston-type, 
which is the type most widely used, a 
complete upward and a complete down- 
ward stroke of the piston. For example, 
a pump intended to deliver one gallon 
for each cycle should have its error de- 


termined on repeated single gallons and 
not on one delivery of five gallons. The 
reason for this is that in case the de- 
livery per stroke is subject to variation, 
as is usually the case when leaks amd 
other defects are present, the test in 
larger units than the nominal delivery 
per stroke will obscure or conceal the 
individual errors of the several deliv- 
eries, while, if the separate deliveries 
corresponding to each cycle are made 


into a test measure of requisite capacity, 
the individual error of each operation 
will be disclosed This provides an ex- 
cellent index to the constancy or free- 
dom from variation in the operation of 
the pump, whereas the erroneous method 
described above gives no index as to the 
errors of the individual strokes. The 
significance of this will be realized if you 


will refer to a specification of the cur- 
rent tolerances and specifications, No. 3 
under ‘‘Measuring Pumps,”’ which 
reads:—“The amounts delivered shall not 
vary by more than the tolerance al- 
lowed, irrespective of the speed with 
which the pump is operated and of the 
time elapsing between operations.” 

The above is not to be construed as 
in any way limiting the test at the frac- 
tional deliveries, for which provision is 
made on many types of pumps, the units 
of delivery often being 1 gallon. 2 quarts, 
1 quart and i pint. These, in view of the 
fact that thev are as a rule but little 
used commercially, may, after a careful

test has been made of the full unit of 
delivery, be tested by repeated deliveries 
into the onme-gallon measure: thus avoid- 
ing the inconvenience and expense of 
providing a field set of 2 quart, 1 quart 
ind 1 pint measures. 

Tne variability of the pump on repeated 
test will already have been determined 
at the full stroke delivery, so that it is 
of no great importance to obtain the 
variations, for example, between succes- 
sive 1-quart deliveries since if a vari- 
ability in excess of the tolerances has 
been shown on the one-gallon test, the 
pump will have been condemned, and the 
same variation test on the 1-quart de- 
livery has become unnecessary

PER CENT OVER 1915

Texas Farmers Benefit $10,000,000 
Through Peanut Crop—Oil in De- 
mand—350,000 Acres Planted 
This Year as Against 30,000 in 
1915. 


Houston, Texas, Nov. 2, 1916. 
During *he past year peanut acreage 


has increased 1200 per cent. in the State 


of Texas. This with the co-operation of 
the cottonseed oil mills would seem to 
indicate that the production of peanut 


oil and its by-products is one of the com- 
ing industries of the State. Spanish pea- 
nuts have long been raised as a food for 
stock and yield as high bushels to 
the acre. 

A short time ago when through the dey- 
astation of the boll weevile in many sec- 
tions of the country cotton had to be 
temporarily abandoned as a crop, many 
farmers planted peanuts instead. They 
only met with partial success because of 
inadequate means of marketing. 

During the past son the cottonseed 
oil mills have turned their attention to- 
wards the practicability of manufacturing

peanuts into a superior edible oil and 
the by-products into a profitable stock 
fuod in the form of meal and cakes. RBe- 
ginning with the opening of the peanut 
season last year, one of the cotton oil 
companies of Houston engaged in the 
business on quite an extensive scale, 
handling approximately 300 carloads with 


satisfactory results. To this mill belongs 
the credit of proving that the peanut in- 
dustry is a remunerative one in Texas. 
This has resulted in giving an impetus 
to the industry with the result that the 
acreage of peanuts has been increased 
from 30,000 acres last year to 350,000 acres 
this year. The acreage is not confined 
to any particular locality, but is gen- 
erally scattered throughout the State. Tt 
is estimated that this increase adds $10,- 
00.00) to the revenue of the farmer 

At least three of the large cotton 
mills Houston and several others in 
different parts of the State will engage 
this year the manufacture of peannt 
oil and meal. This will guarantee a ready 
market for the entire crop. Peanuts are 
bringing $1.10 a bushel. 

At Marshall, Texas, the Marshall Cot- 
ton Oil Company has just completed its 
crush of peanuts, extracting enough oil to 
fill 18 tanks of 8,0 gallons each, a total 
of 140,000 gallons for the run. The entire 
product has been sold. 

It is claimed that the feeding value of 
peanut hay is fully equal to alfalfa and 
it is selling at $15 a ton. The canacity 
of the Houston cotton mills alone is esti- 
mated at 6990.00 bushels for crushing 
and it is predicted that the result of this 
season's experience will serve to increase 
next season’s acreage to 1590.00 The 
local oil mills will buv all of the crop 
grown in this part of the country. paying 
higher market prices, and soon as the

Wood-0il Exports and Prices in

THROUGH PARCEL POST 


Postmaster-General Burleson Plans 
Amendment to Postal Laws Per- 
mitting Shipment of Poisonous 
Drug’. 


Washington, Nov. 3, 1916. 
Postmaster General Burleson is work- 
ing on an amendment of the postal laws 


which will permit the shipment of pot- 
sonous drugs, including narcotics, 
through the mails as parcel post 

This question has been before the de- 
partment a long time and _ physicians, 
druggists, and dentists have urged the 
advantage in permitting them to obtain 
direct from manufacturers drugs of this 


class. It is desired by the Postoffice De- 
partment in framing this amendment to 
the postal law to so guard it that such 


drugs will not fall into the hands of un- 
professional people or those who will use 
them in any way that would be a viola- 
tion of the law so that the utmost care 
will be exercised in this respect. 

As the Department of Justice and the 
Treasury Department have been very 
active in the enforcement of the Harrison 
narcotic law and are now working on 
an amendment to that law to meet the 
difficulties arising from recent decisions 
by’ the Supreme Court of the United 
Siates these departments will doubtless 
be consulted by the Postmaster General 
before he sends his proposed amendment 


to Congress.

Schoeneck of Senators Whitney and Boy- 
lan, and the invitation extended to this 
body by Secretary McConnell to hold its 
meetings and deliberations in the rooms 





of the Board of Trade and Transpcorta- 
tion 

This report also related the renewed 
activities of the New York State Anti- 
Narcotic League, now headed by the Rev. 
Edward §S. Young, in sending letters to 
every candidate for the Legislature urging 
him to support the obnoxious ‘‘Towns- 
Hearst” bill and threatening determined 
opposition to his election to office in the 
event that he declined to support this 
highly objectionable measure A report 
was also made on the recent conferences 
of the Drug Evil Committee of the New 
York State Justices’ and Magistrates’ As- 
sociation and of the American Medical 
Editors’ Association, at which drastic 
proposals were voiced for revising and 
supplementing existing State narcotic 


laws and wholly unfounded charges were 
preferred against highly reputable im- 
porting and manufacturing drug houses, 
which were accused by speakers at these 
gatherings of evading the Harrison law 
by shipping narcotics to agents in Can- 
ada and Mexico and having these agents 
reship the drugs to illicit handlers in the 
United States from whose hands they 
passed to habitues. 

Mr. McConnell, who read the report for 
the Legislative Committee, in the ab- 
sence of Dr. Henry C. Lovis, its chair- 
man, referred to the recent editorials in 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, point- 
ing cut the great opportunity for con- 
servative and universally satisfactory re- 
vision of the State marcotic laws which 
has been offered to the State Narcotic 
Commission and the need for co-operati yn 
with that commission. Howell Foster, 
third vice-president of Schieffelin & Co., 





said that. in his opinion, the wholesale 
drug trade was no longer greatly inter- 
ested in the handling of narcotics and 
that, as most of the local wholesalers 


were dropping out of the business. excent 
to the extent of accommodating their old 
customers, they were not generally de- 
sirovs of particinating in the adjourned 
conference of the State Justices’ and 
Magistrates’ Association, which is sched- 
uled for November 15. to which Dr. Wil- 
liam Jay Schieffelin and Dr. Herman A.

Just prior to the reports of the ‘mil- 
lions of tons of potash in Cuba,’ which 
for a time overshadowed ordinary de- 
velopment in other potash fields, enthus- 
jastic press dispatches from Spokane, 
Wash., cited the discovery of ‘a vast 
deposit of potash in the basin of Mal- 
heur Lake, south of Burns, Ore.,’’ and 
stated that the deposits, as shown by 
chemical analysis and tests by experts, 
were “the largest in the Western Heml- 
sphere.’’ The dispatch further continued 
that a prospecting party had been organ- 
ized headed by Governor Withycombe, 
Secretary of State Olcott, State Treas- 
urer Kay, Attorney-General Brown and 
State Engineer Lewis, all of Oregon, and 
Governor Hawley of Idaho, together with 
proimnent Chicago capitalists. 

Since that time nothing further 
been heard of the project officially. In 
the interest of the trade, however, the 
Reporter has been in communication 
with the office of the Oregon State Engi- 
neer, and the Director of the Oregon Bu-

In regard to the report of the @is- 
covery of potash in Oregon I will say 
that potash occurs in numerous locali- 
ties in Eastern amd Southeastern 
Oregon, usually in the form of potash 
nitrates.

Cuban Engineer Found Potash Sam- 
ples Which Might Have Been 
for Exhibition Only. 


_ The report of E. T, Montonlieu, min- 
ing and metallurgical engineer, on the 
notorious potash discovery in Motembo, 


Corallillo, Province of Santa Clara, Cuba, 
submitted on October 21 to the Secretary 
of Agriculture at Havana and translated 
for the Reporter, indicates that Senor 
Montonlieu was mildly amused at the 
claims of the “‘magicians,’’ Messrs. Tay- 
lor and Campbell, the Americans who had 
first brought to the world’s attention the 
xistence of the potash ‘‘beds.’’ 

This report shows that of numerous 
samples analyzed but two showed the 
presence of potash in any amount and 
these samples were concentrates that 
might have been prepared for exhibition 
purposes. The fact that potash was 
found in the ashes of the palm tree he 
regards as of no importance. So suspi- 
cious indeed is Mr. Montonlieu of the 
claims of the American exploiters of the 
potash fields that he advises the Cuban 
Government, “both for the sake of na- 
tional honor and to protect credulous in- 
vestors,” to investigate thoroughly the 
“absurd dreams of such unscientific men 
us the Messrs. Taylor and Campbell.”

Embargo Affecting Exports from 


French Colonies. 


A French decree of October 18 prohibits 
the export, transit, ete., from the French 
colonies and _ protectorates, other than 
Tunis and Morocco, of chromic acid 
fatty chromates and bichromates, sul- 
phurous anhydrid, arsenic ore, asphalt, 
bitumen, pitch, whale and cachalot sper- 
maceti, borax, boracic acid, other boron 
compounds, calcareous bitumen, halogen 
carbon compounds, all metallic and 
metalloidal chlorides, glue of all kinds 
and materials therefor, including casein 
and egg or serum albumen, dried blood, 
dextrin, soluble starches; gelatin and 
glues made from hides, from hide and 
leather waste and animal refuse, formic 
ether, feldspar, cloves, manufactures of 
lead, sodium, varnish. The decree is sub- 
ject to exceptions, which may be granted 
by the minister of the colonies.

Some producers 
of lithopone say that there is a good 
inquiry regarding contracts, as well 
as for spot delivery. Dry colors have 
shown no new features this week, and 
many selections remain unsettled, with 
a range in prices according to grade 
and seller. Inquiry for domestic 
grades of glue was quite active, but 
stocks are so small that trading is re- 
stricted. The situation in glue is more 
complicated than has been the case in 


recent years, and prices which pro- 
ducers are able to obtain are higher 
than have ruled for a long time. Var- 


nish gums are in fair demand, with a 
general firmness in the market, though 
prices are not fluctuating to any ex- 
tent.

The 
upward movement of linseed oil prices 
has caused some fears among consum- 
ers that prices for white lead in oil 
would be strengthened, but this has 
not been manifest in any change in 
quotations in white lead in oil. The 
quotation for the latter is reported as 
steady at 9%c. per pound. Dry basic 
carbonate holds ic. per pound under 
the quotation for the pigment ground 
in oil. The usual premiums hold good 
when smaller quantities are involved, 
as the above-named prices are given 
only to buyers of large lots. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE) 
—Leading sellers continue to offer 
basic sulphate on a basis of 85c. per 
pound for round lots. Some business 
is done at higher prices, but this is on 
a quantity basis. Conditions in the 
market have not changed during the 
interval and consequently there is no 
reason to look for any fluctuation in 
the asking prices for basic sulphate. 

RED LEAD.—tTrading in the oxide 
is reported to be seasonable, with dif- 
ferent consumers taking their usual 
amounts. There is no feature to re- 
port regarding trading and as prices 
are unchanged the market may be de- 
scribed as holding a steady position. 
Leading producers offer dry red lead 
at 9%c. per pound and red, lead in oil 
at 10%c. per pound. These quotations 
are said to represent the inside prices 
and refer only to large quantities. On 
smaller amounts asking prices are ar- 
ranged on a quantity basis. 

LITHARGE.—Another quiet week is 
reported for this material with a rou- 
tine delivery against contracts. The 
domestic output is said to be well 
taken care of and this helps to hold 
quotations on a steady basis. The fact 
that the metal also is unchanged in 
price accounts for the repetition in 
prices for litharge. On round lots the 
quotation holds at 9%4c. per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is a 
comparatively good movement of this 
material into consumption and some 
sellers are said to be still delivering on 
contracts placed some time ago. New 
business also is of fair proportions and 
the market is in a good position. There 
is a difference in price according to

LITHOPONE.—Imported grades of 
lithopone were offered this week on a 
basis of 10c. per pound in carload 
quantities, duty paid. On smaller lots 
10%c. per pound is asked. Domestic 
lithopone shows a range in price in 
the spot market which is partly ac- 
counted for by a difference in grade. 
Quotations heard have ranged from 
7c. per pound to 10c. per pound. 
Some large producers are reported to 
have invited queries for contracts, but 
have not yet set a price on forward 
positions, 

ZINC OXIDE.—Imported red seal is 
quoted at 2lc. per pound, although this 
price is not firm, owing to the fact that 
supplies are not large and different 
sellers offer subject to previous sale. 
Domestic grades of zine oxide are 
passing freely into consumption on 
contracts and the spot market is firm, 
as offerings are limited. Prices quoted 
on spot range from 9%c. per pound to 
10c. per pound. There has been no 
change in the contract price for either 
American or French process and 
the following quotations are still ef- 
fective:—White seal, 13c. per pound in 
ear lots and 13%c. per pound for less 
than car lots; green seal, 12%c. per 
pound for car lots and 125%c. per pound 
for less than car lots; red seal, 12c. per 
pound for car lots and 12%c. per pound 
for than car lots. These prices 
are based on shipments in barrels f. o. 
b. shipping point. The price for or- 
dinary American zine oxide on con- 
tracts, which cover deliveries over the 
second half of the year, ranges from 
9%c. to 9%ec. per pound for large lots. 

DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 

All the selections of this market are 
holding steady in price, with some 
grades well sold ahead and spot offer- 
ings limited. The latter condition ap- 
plies especially to carbon gas black, 
as large producers are disposing of 
their output ahead and second hands 
are quoting at different levels in the 
spot market. Mineral blacks are 
about normal, with market prices 
quoted at $20@30 per ton. Ivory black 
is held at 30c. per pound for the 
higher grades, with the quotation go- 
ing down to l6c. per pound for some 
of-the lower grades. Bone black is un- 
changed, at 4@8c. a pound, according 
to grade.

President Elting, of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, together 
with the officers and committees of that 
body, are seeking to compile an accurate 
list of every paint and v sh dealer in 
this country for use in circulating copies 
of the Federal Trade Commission pam- 
phiet, “A System of Accounts for the 
Retail Merchant.’’

Another large order for ethyl alcohol, 
for use in filling a big comtract for 


smokeless powder, recently booked by 
one of the leading American powder 
minanufacturing concerns, has been placed 
within the week with the United States 
Industrial Alcohol Company and the Dis- 
tillers’ Securities Corporation. The 
amount of rectified spirits called for in 
this latest mammoth contract, which has 
been awarded by the power company re-

Saturday Noon, Nov, 4, 1916, 
LINSEED OIL. 

The local oil market was strong 
throughout the _ period. Crushers 
marked the price for car lots up to 90c. 
per gallon on Monday, and that figure 
was well maintained over the week. 
Trading for the most part was quiet, 
with only occasional inquiry for fu- 
tures and spot business was mainly 
for small parcels, Crushers are quot- 
ing spot and futures on the same basis. 
Stocks for prompt shipment are still 
comparatively light, and this hag had 
a steadying effect at times when seed 
prices were inclined to fall off. The 
fact that seed went down from the 
high levels caused some hopes that re- 
cessions were in order, but a compari- 
son of the close for cash seed at Du- 
luth yesterday, and for last Saturday, 
shows that prices actually gained 3c. 
per bushel. Foreign oil and seed mar- 
kets—as shown in the following tables 
—were higher this week, and develop- 
ments in general were of a bullish na- 
ture. Reports touching on other veg- 
etable oils show that high prices are 
effective, and while linseed oil owes its 
strong’ position to conditions in the 
seed market, there is no doubt that 
additional strength is given by the 
firmness in these other oils. 

Seed shipments from the Argentine 
this week were 37,000 bushels to this 
country, and 15,000 bushels to Europe. 
Main interest in seed has rested in re- 
ports on the growing crop in the Ar- 
gentine, and the latter were merely 
repetitions of those formerly received. 
Hence it is a foregone conclusion that 


the Argentine supply for 1917 will be 
small, but just how small is hard to 
determine, as estimates heard have 


ranged from 3% to 15 million bushels. 
Even if the larger total proves correct, 
the supply will be short and will prove 
inadequate if consuming markets take 
their normal quotas. The new crop of 
this country and Canada is moving 
early, and prices at times during the 
week were easy under the weight of 
offerings. Reports on the Western, 
Canadian and Buenos Aires markets 
from our own correspondents will be 
found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 

The market has been subjected to a 
period of heavy liquidation during the 
interval, and prices have been reduced 
to a materially lower level. Lower 
eotton, uncertain lard movements and 
fear of the election crisis have all 
played a part in prompting holders to 
realize, while demand, on the other 
hand, has not been of an aggressive 
nature. Fundamental conditions have 
shown no appreciable change. Seed 
prices are holding around lately estab- 
lished high levels, and crushers have 
shown no unusual inclination to offer 
crude oil freely under the downward 
tendency of refined oil. The local mar- 
ket appeared to be in a slightly over- 
bought condition, but local authorities 
admit that the prospective movement 


of oil values will depend greatly on the 
price movements of pure lard. So far, 
the oil consuming trade has not shown 
much interest. A moderate hand-to- 
mouth buying movement is reported, 
with packers absorbing offerings more 
freely than other consumers. The soap 
trade appears to have bought tallow 
and greases freely, and it is reported 
that considerable soya bean oil has 
been engaged for future delivery. Our 
export trade is very slow, and there 
are sO many embargoes on foreign 
encouraging for much of a foreign 
movement in the near future, Total ex- 
business that prospects do not seem 
ports for the month of September 
were 8,326,238 pounds, valued at 
$947,376, compared with 22,647,280 
pounds, valued at $1,555,569, for the 
same month last year. Exports for 
nine months ending September were 
148,831,158 pounds, valued at $14,912,313, 
against 282,671,972 pounds, valued at 
$19,953,615, and 133,914,215 pounds, val- 
ued at $9,579,438, for similar periods in 
1915 and 1914, respectively. 

Light trading in crude oil has been 
reported at prices ranging from 83% to 


85l44c. a gallon in the Southeast. In 
Texas and in the Valley sales have 
been reported at S3c. a gallon. Bleach- 


able oil sold in Texas early in the week 
at 88c, a gallon.

According to the Mari- 
time Customs returns the export of 
wood and nut oil from Hankow in 1915 
amounted to 80,604,800 pounds, which 
Was a decline of 13 per cent., as com- 


pared with the preceding year, 
The market for wood oil opened in 
1915 at 8.60 taels ($5.26) per picul 


(133 1-3 pounds), and kept steady until 
April, when political conditions had a 
depressing effect, and by the middle of 
May the price touched 8.20 taels ($5.02), 
from which point it gradually ad- 
vanced until it reached the maximum 
in July of 9.20 taels ($5.63). Owing to 
the unusually small arrivals of stocks 
the market at the end of October be- 
came bare of spot stocks, and the price 
made an abrupt advance of more than 


a tael, which was maintained to the 
end of the year at 10.20 taels ($6.24) 
per picul. 

The general run of wood oil during 
1915 is said to have been below the 


average quality, owing to adulteration 


with cheaper oil, and this became a 
marked feature toward the end of the 
year. The new crop began to arrive 


in December, and the early shipments 
were unadulterated, but the high price 


offered too great a temptation for the 
dealers, who proceeded to adulterate 
it almost immediately after the arri- 
vals began to appear, 

In the local market reports of adul- 
terated oil are verified, and it is even 
stated that offerings of off-grade oil 
are on the market at present. This, 
however, is sold on its merits, and 


prices, while varying according to the 


degree of adulteration, are consider- 
ibly under those quoted for prime oil. 
Pure oil is held at 12c. per pound on 
spot, with stocks light. On shipments 
11%c. per pound is quoted. 


COCONUT OIL.—During the past 
week 19,609 bags of copra and 680 tons 
of coconut oil arrived here from the 
Philippines. The market for coconut 





oil was firm. Quotations abroad again 
were higher, but price changes here 
were narrow.

Manufacture of Indigo in China. 


Indigo has been produced near Hweli- 
yuan, Anhwei Province, China, for a long 
pericd. It is planted in the spring, and 
gathered from July to September, differ- 
ent varieties at different times. The cost 
of production is about $16 to $29 per acre, 
distributed as follows:—Fertilizer, $6 to 
$10; labor, $6 to $8; and an additional dol- 
lar for lime used in the process of manu- 
facture. 

The leaves are the 
stalks, and put to and 
stirred constantly while ripening. Lime 
is added and the indigo separates and 
Settles. The water refuse is then drawn 
of€ and the indigo dipped out. One acre 
of land will produce from 600 to 1,200 
pounds of this indigo paste. 

The cultivation of indigo has been con- 
siderably reduced in recent years because 
of the importation of synthetic indigo, 1 
pound of which is said to dye as much 
cloth as 10 pounds of the native product 
In May of this year synthetic indigo had 
reached the prohibitive price of about 
$150 per 10 pounds. Consequently the cul- 
ture of native indigo was revived by a 
corresponding rise in price, and was 
worth on the same date about $10 to $12 
per 100 pounds.

Coconuts, Copra and Oil in Domini- 
can Republic. 


While coconuts are grown throughout 
the whole of the Puerto Plata district, 
Samana is the only port from which 
they are shipped on a commercial scale. 
In 1914 the exports aggregated 2,182,000 
pounds, valued at $22,690; in 1915 they 


totaled 2,013,296 pounds, valued at $20,- 
155. The nuts are packed in bags con- 
taining 100 each, and at present bring 
about $33 per thousand, f. c. b. Samana. 
There is an insect which is very harm- 
ful to the tree, and which the planter 
has not succeeded in exterminating. 
This insect has dene much damage 
among the trees at Samana. 

Copra is also exported from the port 
of Samana. Shipments to the United 
States during 1915 amounted to 264,669 
pounds, valued at $10,598. The present 
price of copra is about $5.50 per 100 
pounds, f. o. b. Samana. 

The supply of oil available is only 
sufficient for lecal demands. It is used 
to a great extent by the soap factories 
in Samana and Puerto Plata,

Saccharimetric Normal Weight. 


Washington, Nov. 3, 1916. 
The Bureau of Standards has just pub- 
lished a report which treats of the 
saccharimetric normal weight and the

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@ sugar whieh is called dextrose of 
dextro-glucose. This when pure is a 
white crystalline substance which may 
be analyzed in much the same manner 
as cane sugar on the polariscope if it 
is once known how much dextrose is re- 
quired to give a reading of ‘100’’ on the 
scale of the instrument. The bureau tinus 
that 32. 231 grams of pure dextrose will 
read ‘100 per cent.’’ on the polarimeter. 
The percentage of dextrose present in 
any sample can then be read directly. 
The paper gives data for correcting the 
readings so as to give the most accurate 
results. 

For many purposes it is useful to know 
the rotary effect of dextrose upon polar- 
ized light of a single pure color. This 
was investigated and was stated for 
green light emitted by the mercury arc. 
The above report is designated ‘Scientific 
Paper No. 293.”

Production of Soapstone and Talc. 


In the production of soapstone the 
United States ranks first among all coun- 
tries, and Virginia produces about 20 
times as much as the four other produc- 
ing States—Maryland, North Carolina, 
Rhode Island and Vermont. 

The production of soapstone and talc 


in the United States is steadily increas- 
ing, according to the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, Department of the Inte- 
rior. In 190 it was 27,943 short tons, in 
1910 it was 150,716 tons, and in 1915 it was 


186,891 short tons.

Cottonseed Meal in Canada. 


As each year passes the Canadian im- 
portation of cottonsed meal is increasing, 
according to Consul Felix S. S. Johnson, 
of Kingston, Ontario. A few years ago 
it could be bought only in the larger 
cities, but now the feed men in villages 
keep it on hand. A much greater de- 
mand could be created if a representative 
of the Cotton Seed Association were sent 
to Canada and spoke before the farmers’ 
associations in this province. Cottonseed 
meal is cheaper than bran, and as the 
farmers have for the past two years en- 
joyed a period of prosperity they would 
be willing to invest in the Southern 
product if convinced by experiments 
that their dairy products would be con- 
siderably increased and the additional 
expenditure warranted. 

It would undoubtedly be possible to 
arrange dates for meetings with the dif- 
ferent agricultural societies in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario.

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 4, 1916. 


With a decrease of more than 250 
completions, of more than 4,970 barrels 
in new production and in dusters and 
Sas wells for October, as compared 
with the previous month, in all fields, 
there was still a gain of nearly 2,400 
barrels of new production in the Penn- 
sylvania fields, nearly 1,800 barrels of 
which were in West Virginia. Gusher 
wells in the Dents Run district are 
held responsible for the better show- 
ing in the latter State. 

Kentucky is still showing up to bet- 
ter advantage than any other Eastern 
district State, and its two large pools, 
Irvine and Scottsville, are being devel- 
oped rapidly.

SOUTH CAROLINA COTTONSEED PRODUCTS 
REGULATIONS WHICH ARE NOW IN FORCE 





Because there was more or less substt- 


tution of low-grade cottonseed products 
for standard products in the State of 
South Carolina, with resulting losses to 
consumers both of feed and of fertilizer, 
new regulations were adopted by the 
South Carolina Department of Agricul- 
ture which appiy to all such goods 
brought into the State from elsewhere.

Coal from Sulphite Lye Utilizes 
More Than Half Weight of 


Timber.

Coal powder made from _ sulphite lye 
the subject of a communication to the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
mer from I, Haldeman Dennison 
American Consul General of Clristiania 
Norway, in which Mr. Dennison says 
“The invention consists of producing 
coal nowder from sulphite lye from. the 
sulphite factories and works are to be 
built and equipped at Greaker. It is 


stated that this process produces a ‘coal’ 


powder almost equal in calorific value 
to first class coal, namely, 6,90 calories 
against 7,06 in the case of the best Ens- 


lish coal The process having been tested 
and proved to the satisfaction of Nor- 
wezian interests, a company under the 
title of Sulphite Coal, Limited, has been 
formed with a minimum capital of $425,- 
i to exploit it. 

















It is estimated that if coal powder is 
made of all the sulphite Ive refuse in 
Norway, 3) per cemt. of the import of 
coal will be replaced. The works will be 
erected in the vicinity of the sulphite 
mill at Greaker, Norway, so that the lye 
tray be transferred to the ‘coal factory’ 
direct fr the sulphite kilns. 

“The lve will be mixed with some for- 
eig material after the boiling of the 
sulphite and then it will be transferred 
to a large kiln where it is boiled under 
high pressure Under this process the 
lve changed and the substance which 
is converted into coal sinks to the bot- 
tom and is then taken out in the form of 
a thick black paste The water which 
remains in the paste is then removed in 
i. centrifugal machine and the_ residue 
is the coal in a powdered form. The pow- 
der will then in all probability be made 
into briquettes and used in the same 
manner as coal. 

“lnder the sulphite process only 4% 
per cent. of the weight of the timber 
is utilized, the remaimder falls as_ re- 
fuse into the lye, and it is this (over 
one-half of the timber) which the process 
transforms into coal.”

Investigation of the possibilities of s ‘ 
ply of certain domestic botanicals, made 
necessary bv the exigencies of the Euro- 
pean war, has developed the fact that 
there are opportunities of supply not gen 
erally realized because of the filling of 
demands customarily from other sources 
For instance, there is a great deal of 
digitalis growing wild all through the 
Northwestern coastal sectlons, and we 
ire informed that any qua ty could be 
gathered readily if ill information were 
given as to cutting, packing and _ ship- 
ping. There are now several parties on

In order to stabilize the industry, how-

Arthur Henry Rugg, one of the loyal mem- 
bers of the Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club, died October 20, 1916.

The resolution was adopted and a silent 
toast was drunk to the memory of Mr. 
Rugg. 

Charles E. Field, former president of 
the national association, expressed his 
delight over the election of Mr. Elting and 
declared that the latter had demonstrated 
by his many achievements his fitness for 
the position. He predicted that the spirit 
of Chicago as exemplified in the local 
club would make a great success of the 
next national convention. 

President Pfefter next added meed of 
praise for Mr. Elting and introduced that 
gentlemen as the new national president. 
The members sprang to their feet and 
cheered lustily as Mr. Elting arose to 
address them.

Secretary McGhan of the International 
House *ainters and Decorators, said 
that he had started a similar movement 
among the 2,000 or more members of his 
organization for a cost accounting sys- 
tem as that planned by President Elting, 
and asked that the members of the local 
club help the good work along by using 
their influence with the men who apply 
the goods the manufacturers produce. He 
made a strong plea for co-operation of 
the paint makers and dealers with the 
workers and his remarks were listened to 


with great interest and warmly ap- 
plauded. 

The session was concluded with re- 
ports on the national convention at At- 
lantic City from W. R. Hyde.

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No Further Restriction on Export of

Washington, Nov. 3, 1916. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Entomology 
of the Departmetn of Agriculture in his 
annual report directs the attention to the 
demonstrations of the bureau specialists 
that the breeding of files in manure can 
be prevented by treating the substance 
with calcium cyanamid and acid phos- 
phate, which at the same time increases 
the fertilizing value of the manure.

Holland Using More Sesame Seed. 


Washington, Nov, 3, 1916. 

Increasingly large quantities of sesame 
seed are being imported into Holland as 
a substitute for other oil-bearing seeds 
tho importation of which is restricted. 
‘The total arrivals in Holland during the 
first six months of this vear were 10,586 
metric tons, the July arrivals were 6,2% 
tons and the August 10,832 tons. This 
seed is being crushed in the linseed mills; 
the oil is being used in margarine fac- 
tories and the cake feed to cattle.

Reduced Shipments of Cottonseed 
Oil to Italy. 


Washington, Nov. 3, 1916. 

Official statistics published by the 
Italian Government show no imports of 
cotton seed. There is a fabrication tax 
amounting to $27.02 per metric tom (2,204.6 
pounds) upon the production of cotton- 
seed oil in Italy. There is also an import 
duty on cotton seed of $9.6 per metric 
ton. The result is that it is not found 
profitable to have the cotton seed crushed 


in Italy, although cottonseed oil pays a 
customs duty of $46.32 per metric ton anda 
has to pay as well the fabrication tax of 
$27.02 imposed upon domestic production. 

Sesame seed and peanuts are largely 
used as substitutes for cotton seed, and 
there is no fabrication.tax when they are 
crushed in Italy. The customs duty upon 
sesame seed and peanuts is $11.58 per 
metric ton. ‘They are imported chiefly 
from Bombay and other ports of India, 
prices averaging from $97 to $197 per 
metric ton. Freight rates from India are 
$41 to $44 per ton, and upward. 

Cottonseed oil, of which by far the 
greater part comes from the United 
States, has manifested a heavy decline in 
imports into Italy during the past three 
years. Imports of sesame and peanuts, 
on the contrary, have steadily advanced, 
the gain in 1915 over 1914 being in excess 
of 4 per cent. In the manufacture of 
olive oil, however, sesame and peanuts 
are said to be unsuitable as a substitute 
for cottonseed oil.

Further sharp advances in several of 
the native American botanical drugs 
as well as in numerous crude drugs 
of European and especially of Teutonic 
origin and an additional stiffening of 
opium prices on a growing scarcity of 
stocks in the New York market have 
constituted the principal developments 
in the drug list within the week. A 


slight easing of the glycerin market, 
most noticeable in the dynamite and 
crude grades, as a sequel to the nat- 


ural respite in buying operations, 
which has followed the placing of a 
gigantic contract by powder manufac- 
turing interests for the first-named 
grade, has also been among the im- 
portant happenings of the week, while 
a continuance of the upward move- 
ment in shellac, based upon a growing 
shortage of supplies here, the virtual 


ban upon shipments from Great 
Britain and increasing difficulties in 
obtaining stocks from Calcutta, has 


also played a leading part in the in- 
teresting occurrences of the interval. 

Besides the price movements men- 
tioned above, there have also been fur- 
ther advances in acetphenetidin, which 
is one of the constantly decreasing 
number of coal-tar products not yet 
made on a commercial scale in the 
United States: in epsom salt, guarana, 
nitrate of silver, phenolphthalein, po- 
tassium permanganate, sodium _ ben- 
zoate, sodium cyanide, thymol, Venice 
turpentine, citric acid, in second hands; 
resublimed pyrogallic acid; cramp and 
prickly ash barks, the bark of wahoo 
root, angelica, bergamot, cade, cumin, 
ginger, juniper berry, juniper wood, 
distilled mace and nutmeg oils, clover 
tops, Socotrine aloes, powdered gum 
asafoetida, gum mastic, gum sandarac, 
liquid styrax, euphorbia pilulifera, 
Russian henbane, liverwort leaves, 
German and French marjoram, rose- 
mary leaves, Austrian sage leaves, 
whole Alexandria senna leaves, acon- 
ite, German angelica, burdock, cala- 
mus, culvers, domestic dandelion, 
eshinacea, gelsemium, lady slipper, 
Russian licorice, Russian musk, pleu- 
risy, Southern senega, spikenard, stil- 
lingia and Japanese valerian roots, pure 
white squills, South American canary, 
caraway, colchicum, coriander, yellow 
English mustard and Dutch poppy 
seeds. - 

On the other hand, the concessions 
and outright reductions which have 
been made in prices have included 
those in cocoa butter, Russian ergot, 
Norwegian as well as Newfoundland 
ecodliver oils, lycopodium, menthol, 
salol, in second hands; carbolic acid, 
in pound bottles; red cinchona bark.

OPIUM. 


Despite a relatively small arrival 
this basic narcotic from London, the 
local market’s stocks have continued 
very meager within the week, as ship- 
ments of the medicinal gum from the 
primary markets have been virtually 
cut off, and only occasional small lots 
are finding their way here from Great 
Britain. New York importers, though 


still offering in a small way to regu- 
lar customers at $11.50 for Turkey 


druggists’ quality gum in cases during 
the greater part of the week, have 
generally raised their prices to a min- 
imum of $12 for this description at the 
close of the week, and, similarly, while 
quoting their powdered and granular 
grades, for the accommedation of cus- 
tomers, at $12.50, until very recently, 
are now generally demanding $13 for 
these grades. A moderate export de- 
mand is temporarily compensating, in 
part at least, for the continued heavy 
falling off in the domestic takings. 
The week's arrivals of the gum in New 


York have embraced twenty cases 
from London on the steamship Head- 
ley. Latest reports from London inti- 


mate that there is a prospect that the 
export embargo is to be removed from 
shipments of Persian opium, in favor 
of legitiniate American operators, and 
manufacturers of opium derivatives. 


MORPHINE, 
Only a moderate demand has been 
noted for this opium derivative 
throughout the week, but, in view of 


the recent additional marking up of 
the cost for the basic narcotic, prices 
for this product have continued to be 
very firmly held by domestic manufac- 
turers on a basis of $6.50@6.95 per 
ounce in five-ounce cans, in lots of 
twenty-five ounces, for the alkaloid 
form, 
CODEINE, 

American manufacturers are still 
holding their output firmly on a bulk 
basis of $9.40 for the alkaloid form in 
one-ounce vials in lots of ten ounces, 
in one delivery, although the demand 
is of only small proportions. 
QUININE, 
sales of comparatively 
large “outside” lots of the sulphate 
have been made within the week by 
second hands at prices averaging 
around 48c., although these transac- 
tions have represented a loss in each 
instance, as the goods were generally 
purchased at figures ranging down- 
ward from $1 to 50c. The domestic 
manufacturers, however, have con- 
tinued to hold their output very 
strongly through the interval on a bulk 
basis of 50c. for the sulphate in 100- 
ounce lots. The demand is of only 
moderate proportions at present, but, 
as the recent takings from second 
hands are believed to have reduced the 
“outside” lots materially, it is gener- 
ally expected that the salts makers 
will hereafter have a better control of 
the situation, unless the second hand 
lots are again replenished with impor- 
tations or supplies obtained on con- 
tracts from the domestic manufac- 
turers. At the cinchona bark auction, 
held in Amsterdam Friday, November 
3, offerings consisted of 1,895 packages, 
weighing 106,883 kilos, of Java drug- 
gists’ quality bark.

complete shut-off of supplies from 
abroad. In some quarters it is now fig- 
ured that, if the consuming demand 
again reaches the large proportions 
which are generally expected, there 
will be a further shortage of supplies 
and, with the present high cost of 
tallow and greases maintained, still 
higher prices are considered probable. 
Latest figures on imports of crude 
giycerin show that for the three 
months, July, August and September, 
these imports reached only 1,237,000 
pounds, as compared with 10,330,000 
pounds for the corresponding period 
of 1913, or about 9,000,000 pounds less 
than for a similar time before the be. 
ginning of the European war. At this 
rate, it is estimated in some quarters 


that this country will be short about 
000.000 to 32,000,000 pounds within 
the ensuing year, unless the gates of 
the European ports are thrown wids 
open again before the expiration of 
another twelvemonth Figures on the 
exports also suggest a shortage by 
revealing outward shipments of both 
crude and refined grades, amounting 
to 1,000 tons, or 2,000,000 pounds with- 
in the last six months. There have 
also been sent abroad, in exchange for 
palm and other vegetable oils ob- 
tained from British possessions, 400 to 
500 tons of crude glycerin within the 
same period and, although this prac- 
tice is being stopped gradually be- 


cause of a more liberal production of 
glycerin in the United Kingdom, it has 
already gone far toward reducing 


American stocks of crude. Though all 





the Eastern refiners continue to hold 
the chemically pure grade at 52\c. in 
drums, while quoting this grade in 
cans at 53'c., it is intimated in some 
quarters that this description of the 
articls might be obtained at slightly 
under this figure.

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Production of Edible Beans in Man- 
churia. 


Consul General P. S. Heintzleman, of 
Mukdéen, China, in a recent report says 
The nonedible, oil-producing soya bean 
is the pringipal bean of commerce and 
export in the Mukden Consular distri 
ind is produced in large quantities. Edible 
beans are produced for home consump- 
tion. However, in normal crop years a 
surplus of edible beans is usually avail- 
ble for export after the home demand 
has been supplied. Reports indicate that 
this year’s crop will be normal, 

rhe principal edible beans are “hsiao 
tov’ and “lutoeu.’’ The former consists 
of three varieties—red, whcih is ynsid 
ered of an excellent quality; white, which 
compares with the American navy hean 
ind one of mixed colors, red, white. 
ack, and marble. The lu-tou, a green 
bean, is used principally in the manu- 
facture of vermicelli and starch. ‘The 
quantity of edible beans available for ex- 
port from this district in the past few 
years has been roughly from 7,000 to 19,- 
Oo” tons per year. The hsiao-tou is ex- 
ported chiefly to Japan, while the lu- 
tuu is exported fro China proper. 

fhe September market prices of thes 
beans are:—Hsiao-tou, white, 2.2 cents 
gold per pound; red, 1.4 cents; mixed, 1.5 
cents; lu-tou, 1.4 cents. No attention is 
given to the sorting and grading of these 
beans. After scraping them up from the 
thrashing floor the farmer separates 
them from pods and dust by tossing them 
into the air, after which they are packed 
in bags of about 133 pounds each. 

Most of the beans from this district ar¢ 
ollected at and exported from Dairen 
rhe railway freight rates on beans pe! 
ton, in carload lots, to Dairen and New- 
hwang from the. principal shipping 
points are:—From Changchun, $4.14 gold 
per ton, 435 miles; Kungchuling, $3.99 
eold, 398 miles; Ssupingkai, $3.64 gold, 36 
miles: Kaiyuan, $2.84 gold, %12_ miles:

Resale lots of soda ash and caustic 
soda have found an impreved outlet 
during the interval, and spot ho!dings 


have been reduced while prices have 
displayed a hardening tendency. No 


improvement can be noted in conditions 
governing the market for forward ship- 
ments, and leading producers are not in 
a position to name prices over next year. 
Bleaching powder has also enjoyed a 
better demand, and the spot market has 
developed a firmer tone, although no 
appreciable change in prices can be 
noted. Sulphide of soda 60 per cent. 
fused has been offered at 2%c. a pound 
on spot in iren drums, which compares 
with a former price of 3c. Sellers report 
freer offerings of this material, and it is 
asserted that producers are rapidly 
catching up with contract specifications. 
Glacial acetic acid is offered a little freer 
on spot, and the market is easier, with 
prices in nearer proportion to the lower 
tests. Lactic acid 44 per cent. is firmer, 
with spet offerings limited and sellers 
asking 11@12c. per pound, against a 
former inside price of 10%c. Oxalic is 
slightly steadier under an improved ab- 
sorption of spot offerings. Makers have 
reduced prices on all grades of acetate 
of lead. White granular sal ammoniac 
high test is very scarce on spot, and it 
is said that producers are behind con- 
tract specifications. Sulphate of alumi- 
na is easier, with makers in a better 
position to accept new business. Chrome 
alum is in freer supply, with sales re- 
ported at 23@26c. per pound, against 
former quotations of 25@30c. Round 
lots of chloride of barium can be pur- 
chased at slight concessiens, but prices 
for small lots are unchanged. Low- 
grade blue vitriol is firmer, standard 
makes are unchanged. A better demand 
is reported for carbonate of potash, and 
the market is firm, with very little of- 
fered. High-test caustic potash is in 
very limited supply on spot, and prices 
are firmly held. Makers of copperas are 
queting car lots at ic. per pound 
Heavy sales are reported in the chlo- 
rates for prompt and forward ship- 
ments. Refined saltpeter is higher and 
on upward tendency on account of 
the maintained strength in muriate 
of potash. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of chem- 


ical interest, also a summary ef the 
Liverpool chemical market:— 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 
BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A move- 


ment broad enough to insure the main- 
tenance of prices is in progress, and the 
tone of the market is reported firm. 
Demand is active, both for prompt and 
future deliveries. Producers quete the 
market for car lots, prompt shipment, 
at 1.65c. in barrels and 1.75c. in kegs. 
A premium of 1-5c. is exacted by pro- 
ducers for deliveries in this territory, 
less the usual discount terms. The con- 
tract prices for 1917 shipment is held at
